Bill named for Officer 
Sean Collier introduced 
in United States House

WILMINGTON — On Jan. 
28, H.R. 816, referred to as the 
Officer Sean Collier Campus 
Police Recognition Act of 2019, 
was introduced in the United 


States.. House. of--Representa-- 


tives. 

The bill was proposed by 
Representatives King (R-NY), 
Moulton (D-MA), Neal (D- 
MA), Lynch (D-MA), Bacon 
(R-NE), Krishnamoorthi (D- 
IL), Keating (D-MA), Kenne- 
dy (D-MA), Clark (D-MA), 
Cohen (D-TN), and Cole (R- 
OK). 

Its purpose is to amend the 
Omnibus Crime Control and 
. Safe Streets Act of 1968 to pro- 
vide death benefits for cam- 
pus. police officers. If passed, 
the amendments made by this 
bill will apply to a personal 
injury sustained in the line of 
duty by a campus police offi- 
cer occurring on or after April 
15, 2013. 

The bill is named after Sean 
Collier, a 27-year old patrol of- 


ficer at the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology (MIT). 
Collier was shot and killed in 
his patrol car on April 18, 2013 
by one of the Boston Mara- 
thon bombing suspects. Des- 
cribed by MIT’s director of 
facilities operations and secu- 
rity; John-DiFava,.as a driven 
individual, he always lived life 
to the fullest. 

“(He was] a man of charac- 
ter, and an individual who 
knew exactly where he was 
going, and how he was going 
to get there,” DiFava said. “He 
did it right. He did it right 
every day.” 

After being introduced to the 
House of Representatives, the 
bill was referred to the House 
Committee on the Judiciary. If 
it passes through the House, 
the bill will continue into the 
Senate. From there, if passed, 
it will be passed on to the 
President.

A hard-boiled, hard-hitting, 
Bible-quoting, relentless,

“He never sent his. card 
ahead’ of him, but when he 
left; x they knew who had been 
there” said the minister of 
thé" Park Street Church in 
Boston.

Never heard of him? What 
if I called him the Elliot Ness 
of the ast? 

-Wilson was a prohibition 
agebt.>from Wilmington in 
the 1920s and 1930s. He was a 
mildamannered insurance 
agent who worked at shut- 
ting Gewn stills and round- 
ing ‘ap: bootleggers.

He 
had: Strong leadership abili- 
ties | and was president of his 
elas: He also became active 
in the! ‘West Somerville Bap- 
tist-Church. 

‘In 1917, he enlisted in the air 
corps, becoming a flight in- 
structor. At the end of World 
War I, he was discharged as a 
First,|Lieutenant. Some time 
after the war, he moved to 
South Tewksbury, at Parker 
and.Lake streets. In the early 


1920s, he moved to Wilming- 
ton on Church Street, next to 
the common, across from the 
Roman estate. 

In June 1921, he was named 
as the Federal Prohibition 
Director for Massachusetts. 
Six weeks later, the office 
was reorganized, though, 
and he became deputy direc- 
tor. His enthusiasm, though, 
remained unflagged. 

To let people know there 
were agents in the area, he 
took part in a baseball game 
at Silver Lake on Aug. 28, 
1921. The teams were named 
the Wets and the Drys. Wil- 
son captained the Drys and 
played second base. The Wets 
won, 15 to 10. 

Soon he was conducting 
raids all over the state. On 
Sept. 24, 1921, accompanied 
by three federal agents, plus 
Chief of Police Walter Hill 
and officers Paul Flagg and 
Fred Field, he went to a home 
on Shawsheen Avenue in Wil- 
mington. They seized two 
stills, 1,100 pounds of mash, 70 
pounds of sugar, 30 gallons of 
kerosene and five six-burner 
stoves. 

His efforts were met unen- 
thusiastically by some local 
officers, including the chief, 
who did not want to be raiding 
the homes of their friends and 
neighbors. Wilson approached 
Peter Neilson, a masonery 
contractor and reserve offi- 
cer, to participate in a raid at 
a home on Parker Street. Wil- 
son told him to watch the 
back door while he and anoth- 
er man went in the front. 
When the raid came up emp- 
ty, Wilson went around to the 
back of the house and asked

Neilson if he’d seen anything. 

Oh, just a woman dumping 
buckets of water, he said. 
Wilson never asked him to 
go on another raid. 

Throughout the fall of 1921, 
Wilson was busy raiding var- 
ious sites throughout Massa- 
chusetts. On Oct. 16, he hit a 
barn in Franklin and found 
five stills with tons of mash. 
On Oct. 26, he led raids on 
three hotels in Greenfield. 

His work sometimes led to 
confrontation with politi- 
cians. Shortly before Christ- 
mas, he received a tip that 
the governor and other offi- 
cials were at an event at the 
Quincy House, a large hotel 
in Boston, with illegal alco- 
hol. Wilson knew it would end 
his position as a prohibition 
agent, but he was determined 
to raided the party. 

“I was so disgusted at this 
monumental hypocrisy that 
nothing could have stood in 
the way of my raiding that 
banquet,” he wrote. 

The next day, the raid was 
the number one story in the 
Boston papers. A month la- 
ter, he was relieved of his po- 
sition. Much like the stills he 
had raided, his career was 
officially shut down after 
just eight months. But he did 
not go quietly. 

A front-page story in the 
Globe told of a rally at the 
Tremont Temple attended by 
2,000 people, supporting him. 
A few weeks later, he pub- 
lished a tell-all book, “Dry 
Laws & Wet Politicians,” 
with some scathing com- 
ments on various officials. 

“Wilson, deposed dry en- 
forcement agent for Massa-

chusetts, has collected the 
various scalps of his political 
enemies and hung them out 
to dry in the public gaze in a 
book which will cause many 
political heartbreaks,” wrote 
the Boston Globe. 

That summer, he announ- 
ced his candidacy for state 
attorney general. He did not 
win the Republican primary, 
but he drew nearly 60,000 
votes. During the campaign, 
he received a speeding ticket 
in Salem. A few weeks later, 
there was a fatal accident in 
Brookfield. A wheel came off 
his car and careened down 
the road, killing an elderly 
pedestrian. 

His drive against the evils of 
alcohol never ended, though. 
He continued speaking to tem- 
perance groups and church 
audiences. 

His enemies were not retir- 


_ ing, either. In May 1924, as a 


member of the Anti-Saloon 
League, he was called before 
a grand jury probing pub- 
lished attacks against feder- 
al officials. 

In late 1925, he became in- 
volved in controversy over a

raid at a farm on Andover 
Street in North Wilmington. 
A large still was found there, 
hidden under a_ chicken 
house, to disguise the clouds 
of water vapor. There was 
considerable criticism of 
Chief Hill for failing to act 
against the operation. 
Though not in an official posi- 
tion, Wilson was at the fore- 
front of the issue, seeking to 
have Wilmington taken out of 
the Woburn court district. 

After Civil Service was im- 
plemented, Wilson went back 
to work in 1930. He was ap- 
pointed deputy director of 
prohibition in Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania, with a district 
including nearby states. He 
lasted a few months in that 
post, until — guess what — 
he pulled a raid on a picnic 
put on by a political group, 
the Amen Corner. He was 
subsequently transferred to 
Wilmington, Delaware. 

“I am here to save Dela- 
ware from the skullduggery 
of corrupt officials, from the 
evils of speakeasies and the 
eternal damnation of booze!” 
he said on his arrival. 


The Wilmington News Jour- 
nal described him as a hard- 
boiled, hard-hitting, Bible- 
quoting, relentless, dedicated 
prohibition agent. 

At one point, he took a job 
running a speakeasy, work- 
ing until he had enough evi- 
dence to take the owners to 
court. Not surprisingly, he re- 
ceived threats. 

“You stay away from Lin- 
coln Street or you will need 
more than three guns,” one 
letter said. 

The Delaware post led to 
another political raid on a 
party for the governor in 
November 1930, by the Demo- 
cratic League of Delaware. 
When the case went to trial, 
Wilson refused to tell the 
judge who gave him the key 
to the party. He was held in 
contempt of court and sent fo 
jail. 

Freed from jail and his job, 
he was transferred to Nebras- 
ka. He published a second 
book, “Dry Laws, Facts Not 
Fiction,” a much longer work 
than his earlier piece. Among 
other revelations, it gave the 
background of his nickname, 
“Three Gun Wilson.” Given 
the nature of his work, it is 
likely that he carried a fire- 
arm, but the guns in the nick- 
name referred to his being an 
enforcement raider, a speak- 
er and writer, and an organiz- 
er and leader. 

Prohibition ended in 1934, 
and with it, Wilson’s position. 
But he remained active, 
speaking out against alcohol. 
In 1945, he set off to Cal- 
ifornia, sometimes delivering 
three speeches a day. All the 
while, he kept his home in 
Wilmington. He ran for Con- 
gress in 1934 in the Eighth 
Congressional District. He 
was listed at the home on 
Church Street in 1955, giving 
California as his home the 
previous year. He gave his 
occupation as executive sec- 
retary of the Foundation for 
Alcohol Education. 

Wilson died at age 77 in 
Wayland in 1961. He was bur- 
ied in the Wildwood Ceme- 
tery in Wilmington.

Establishment of Innovation 
Partnership Zones creates a 
framework to facilitate and 
simplify the process for estab- 
lishing zones among a group 
of schools, giving local educa- 
tors more autonomy and 
authority to make decisions in 
the best interest of their stu- 
dénts; ' 

“Bivery student in the Com- 
mofiwéalth should receive a 
quality. education, no matter 
Where they live, and as part of 
this! éffort we are committed 
to improving under perform- 
ing schools through this pro- 
posal,” said Governor Charlie 
Baker.’ “Innovation Partner- 

ships Zones are a collaborative 
appréach that will empower 
leéal’educators on the ground 
by! #iving them more tools to 
take hecessary changes to 
provide better learning envi- 
rofivients for all students and 
wé'éok forward to working 
withthe Legislature to pass 
this) bill.” 

"Pe Sbill defines an Inno- 
vation Partnership Zone as a 
group of at least two schools 
oridne’ school enrolling more 
thafi 1;000 students that is gov- 
érhéedby a board of directors 
with the approval of the local 
schédl'committee or the state 
Béard? of Elementary and 
Secotidary Education. 
2This! approach is working 
subeessfully in Springfield and 
we are’ focused on replicating 
thé iriddel in other struggling 
districts around the state to 
prodtice positive results,” said 
Lt. Governor Karyn Polito. 
“Innovation Partnership Zones 
can empower local communi- 
ties td structure their schools 
in new. and innovative ways to 
addfess the unique needs of 
their own students.” 

“Established in 2015, the 
Springfield Empowerment 
Partnership Zone is a partner- 
ship among the state, Spring- 
field ‘sthool officials, a board 
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of directors, and the Spring- 
field teachers union, and is 


composed of nine middle 


schools and Commerce High 
School. Educators at each 
school — primarily principals 
working with teacher leader- 
ship teams — have discretion 
over scheduling, school site 
budgets, hiring, working con- 
ditions, curriculum, and pro- 
fessional development. 

The teachers’ union contract 
for the Springfield Zone 
schools includes higher teach- 
er salaries, as well as addi- 
tional time for teacher profes- 
sional development, increased 
flexibility over the length of 
school days and school years, 
and new roles for teacher 
leaders. 

The Governor’s legislation 
would establish a framework 
so the Springfield model can 
be replicated in other school 
districts. Last legislative ses- 
sion, Governor Baker support- 
ed similar legislation filed by 
Senator Eric Lesser (D-Long- 
meadow) and Rep. Alice 
Peisch (D-Wellesley ). 

“Schools themselves need to 
be the primary unit of change 
in order to stimulate innova- 
tion and drive meaningful 
change,” said Education Sec- 
retary James Peyser. “Super- 
intendents and other local 
leaders have asked for new 
tools and opportunities to 
make significant improve- 
ments as an alternative to 
state receivership or as a ve- 
hicle for accelerating and sus- 
taining innovation.” 

“I’m interested in any tool 
that will help communities 
come together for the benefit 
of students,” Elementary and 
Secondary Education Com- 
missioner Jeffrey C. Riley 
said. “School improvement is 
difficult work that can benefit 
from innovative thinking.” 

“I have been impressed by 
the work being done in the 
Springfield Empowerment 
Zone and the enthusiasm for 
the model expressed by the 
teachers and principal with 
whom I met. It is critical that 
all districts have the flexibility 
to do what best serves the stu- 
dents and that is why I have 


also filed legislation to facili- 
tate a broader adoption of the 
practice that has so well 
served Springfield,” said Rep. 
Alice Peisch. 

“I stand, with my Super- 
intendent Dan Warwick in 
support of this education leg- 
islation. Based off our own 
Springfield | Empowerment 
Zone experience, this very 
unique, respectful and collabo- 
rative partnership between 
our business community, 
teacher’s union, families and 
students, has combined, what 
we do well in our public sys- 
tem with the flexibility of a 
charter system — ‘in this ini- 
tiative, everyone has a seat at 
the table,” said Springfield 
Mayor Domenic J. Sarno. 
“The bottom line here, is 
what’s best for our students 
and families, especially in an 
urban setting, to show them 
that they can and will suc- 
ceed.” 

“The Springfield Empower- 
ment Zone Partnership has 
been very positive for the 
city’s public school district. 
The increased flexibilities and 
autonomies that are given to 
schools under this model has 
allowed us to make progress 
in some very challenging 
schools because school lead- 
ers are supported in a way 
that allows them to make bold, 
sometimes unprecedented, 
changes to effectively address 
the specific challenges facing 
their schools. The model pro- 
vides a space that encourages 
and embraces results-driven 
creativity,” said Springfield 
School Superintendent Daniel 
J. Warwick. 

Under the legislation, a su- 
perintendent, mayor, local 
teachers’ union, school com- 
mittee members, teachers, or 
a group of parents can initiate 
the process to create an In- 
novation Partnership Zone. 
For schools that are perform- 
ing in the approximately low- 
est 15 percent of all schools 
statewide, the Commissioner 
of Elementary and Secondary 
Education may also initiate a 
zone as an alternative to re- 
ceivership or as a transition 
out of receivership, under 


state-local governing boards. 
In all cases, an Innovation 
Partnership Zone would only 
be implemented after exten- 
sive consultation with local 
officials, stakeholders, edu- 
cators, and parents. Zones 
would operate subject to re- 
newable five-year perform- 
ance agreements between the 
zone’s board and the local 
school committee or the 
state’s Commissioner of Ele- 
mentary and _ Secondary 
Education.

a child, my mother would 
move all the furniture around 
to shampoo the carpets, and 
the entire house would smell 
like a lethal cocktail of Win- 
dex, Pine Sol and bleach. This 
was old school spring cleaning 
at its best, and to maintain a 
healthy home you must go be- 
yond the regular duties of 


‘dusting and vacuuming. 


So before the lure of warmer 
spring temperatures brings you 
outside, take time to get things 
up to par in your home with a 
complete home spring cleaning 
and maintenance check. 

For a moment, just think 
about the amount of times 
someone in your household 
touches the walls, the banister, 
and the cabinet doors in your 
home. How about the number 
of hands that have touched 
light switches and outlet plates 
this winter? Even though 
everyone has contact with 
these surfaces almost daily, 
these surfaces are usually 
missed during regular house 
cleaning. 

To tackle this spring cleaning 
task, wash walls, baseboards 
and cabinets with a sponge 
and mild soap and water. 
When washing switch and out- 
let plates, remove before wash- 
ing, and make sure they are 
completely dry before re-in- 
stalling. Cleaning all of these 
surfaces can bring a fresh and 
new feeling to your home. 

Try to remember when you 
last changed any of the many 
filters in your home. Replac- 
ing or cleaning filters can 
make a world of difference on 
how efficiently things in your 
home can operate. Check and 
replace all filters including 
water filters, range hood: and 


“air filters. Even® your vacuum 


won’t be fully operational if 
the filter is dirty. Be sure to 
check the manual on your par- 
ticular model, as some vacu- 
ums require filter replace- 
ment, while others only need 


the filter to be cleaned. You 
may need to take a trip to the 
home improvement store to 
stock up on filters, as most fil- 
ters need to be changed every 
3 to 6 months. 

Everyone uses the sink fau- 
cet daily to clean dishes, wash 
hands and shampoo their hair, 
but it may never even occur to 
you to clean faucet and show- 
er heads. Over time, deposits 
in the water may clog these 
heads. To remove any deposits 
or blockages, unscrew faucet 
aerators, sink sprayers and 
shower heads and soak them 
in equal parts of vinegar and 
water solution. Let them soak 
for up to an hour, then rinse 
with warm water. 

Your dryer vent can also get 
clogged, and become a fire 
hazard. Cleaning out lint from 
your dryer vent is a very nec- 
essary but easy task.

Use a dryer 
vent brush to remove the lint. 
Then go to the outside of your 
home and remove the dryer 
vent cover and use the vent 
brush to remove any accumu- 
lated lint from the other end 
of the vent line. Make sure the 
vent cover flap moves freely 
when you replace it back on 
the vent.

Synergy Health Care, which 
operates the Brockton and 
Wilmington facilities, will be 
forced to pay between $100,000 
and $200,000 in fines and the 
company' s two owners Avi 
Lipschutz and Dov Newmark 
will barred for seven years 
from participating in federal 
or state health care programs 
in Massachusetts. 

“The settlement with Synergy 
resolves allegations that a res-

ident of Woodbriar Health 
Center, Mary Meuse, fell from 
a mechanical lift in 2015 while 
being transferred by only one 
nurse aide, suffering serious 
injuries that were not properly 
communicated to staff, her 
family or her physician. 

On blood thinners for a heart 
condition, she died two days 
later from internal injuries. 

In a separate case at a Syn- 
ergy facility, nursing home staff 
at Braemoor are alleged to 
have failed to attempt to resus- 
citate a resident when he be- 
came non-responsive during 
feeding, and did not report the 
death to the Department of 
Public Health in a timely fash- 
ion. 

Healey said that Braemoor 
has since closed, and Wood- 
briar is in the process of being 
sold. 

"The .human toll that. Syn- 
ergy and other facilities im- 
posed on their residents is 
unconscionable, as well as on 
their employees, and we are 
thankful for this resolution," 
said Wynn Gerhard, senior 
attorney at Greater Boston 
Legal Services. 

Other parts of the settlement 
include a $180,000 fine for Ox- 
ford for failing to adequately 
train staff on how to treat pa- 
tients with substance abuse 
disorder, a $40,000 fine for Re- 


habilitation and Nursing Cen- 
ter in Everett involving the 
inability to contain and pro- 
tect a patient with a history of 
escaping, and a $30,000 fine for 
the Wakefield Center linked to 
a medication transcription er- 
ror that led to the death of a 
patient who did not receive 
blood clot. medication. 

Many of the facilities are 
also facing various training, 
audit and monitoring require- 
ments. Many of the incidents, 
officials said, have to do with 
shortages and a lack of train- 
ing for nursing home staff. 

"The state funding shortfall 
for nursing homes and its im- 
pact on quality staffing re- 
cruitment and retention is very 
real," said Ernie Corrigan, of 
Mass Senior Care. "This crisis 
requires the immediate atten- 
tion of leaders from across the 
Commonwealth . to. come . to- 
gether to ensure that the indi- 
viduals who live at Massa- 
chusetts nursing facilities al- 
ways receive high quality care." 

Health and Human Services 
Secretary Marylou Sudders 
earlier last week told lawmak- 
ers that many nursing homes 
were at deep risk of closure 
due to the financial strains 
being put on facilities by pay- 
ment rates and a shift toward 
assisted living and in-home 
care with home health aides.

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Assumption College pitcher still contributing despite trying to overcome major injury 


urtis throws it all in for final year

‘What a calendar year it 
has been for Mike Curtis. 
One year ago, on St. 
Patrick’s Day, the 
Wilmington native, and sen- 
ior, pitcher for Assumption 
College was in the midst of 
the best season of his col- 
lege career. 


.© When he took the mound 


against Queens College that 
day. in Flushing, New York, 
he did so with a sub 2.50 
ERA in his first three starts 
of the season, while striking 
out 16 batters in 17 innings 
pitched. With one year left 
in=his college career, he 
appeared to be at the peak 
of his powers. 

‘And then, disaster struck, 
when early in the game it 
beeame apparent that he 
was: not throwing with the 
same velocity he had shown 
in his first three starts. 

-“T was struggling to break 
off ‘my curveball and my 
fastball was down six or 
seven miles per hour from 
where it had been,” Curtis 
said. “My catcher came out 
and asked me what was 
going on. And then my 
coach (Tewksbury native 
and former Town Crier 
Athlete of the Decade, Mike 
Rocco) approached me 
because he noticed my 
velocity was down.” 

eWhile he had some arm 
soreness that day, Curtis is a 
gamer, and he battled 
through six..tough innings, 
allowing four runs, but strik- 
ing out only two, a clear 
indication of his decreased 
velocity. A less than stellar 
start, and a little arm sore- 
ness was bad news, but it 
wasn’t until a few days later 
that the news got really bad 
for Curtis. 

“The day after I had throb- 
bing in my elbow, and I had 
tingling in my ring finger 
and pinky finger, and I knew 
what that meant,” Curtis 
said. “It got it checked two 
days later, and that’s when I 
found out.” 

What Curtis found out was 
that he had torn ulnar col- 
lateral ligament (UCL) in 
his right (throwing) elbow. 
Ulnar collateral ligament of 
the elbow is most often 
injured by repeated stress 
from overhead movement. 
This motion is common in 
sports that involve throwing, 
such as baseball and javelin. 

In layman’s terms, it is an 
ihjury that usually requires 
“Tommy John” surgery, 
named after the former Los 
Angeles Dodgers pitcher, 
who was the first profession- 
al athlete to have the sur- 
gery, and then went on to 
pitch 14 more years in the 
major leagues afterwards

season. 


It is a truly miraculous 
procedure, but it can often 
take up to a year and a half 
to fully recover from the 
surgery. That was time that 
Curtis simply did not have. 
So he had a choice to make: 
have the surgery, and see 
his college career come to 
an end, or seek an alternate 
treatment, namely Platelet 
Rich Plasma (PRP) treat- 
ment, and return for anoth- 
er season as a graduate stu- 
dent. 

For Curtis, who would 
graduate in May 2018 with a 
degree in Marketing and 
was already preparing to 
pursue his MBA as a grad 
student at Assumption, the 
decision was easy. He want- 
ed to play again. 

In the PRP treatment, the 
patient’s own blood is drawn 
and then spun in a cen- 
trifuge. This is a machine 
that spins around very 
quickly, causing the blood 
components to separate 
before it is injected back 
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into the affected area, in 
Curtis’s case, his right elbow 
where he actually had three 
tears. 

Curtis had his PRP treat- 
ment in mid June, and short- 
ly thereafter began physical 
therapy which he continues 
to this day. He was not able 
to even begin throwing until 
mid-August, but he has 
returned to the mound this 
spring, ready to help the 
Greyhounds once again. 


BACK ON THE HILL 


Curtis will be the first to 
tell you that the road back 
has not been easy, as his 
numbers will prove, with an 
11.20 ERA in four starts 
(although the bulk of that 
damage was done in a one 
inning, five run outing in his 
first start of the season). 

“It’s like teaching yourself 
how to throw all over again. 
You have to retrain your 
arm slot and everything. In 
a lot of ways it was harder 


on my shoulder, trying to get 
that back into shape, as 
opposed to my elbow,” Curtis 
said. “When I am throwing 
I am relatively pain free, but 
I still haven’t recovered my 
velocity from last year when 
I was topping out at around 
89. And I am still working to 
get my secondary pitches 
going.” 

Needless to say, the recov- 
ery process has been frus- 
trating at times for Curtis, 
but he is far from discour- 
aged. In fact, he and Rocco 
feel like he is on the right 
path to be ready to help the 
Greyhounds when they need 
him most. 

“That’s kind of where we 
are at this point,” Curtis 
said. “Coach Rocco and I 


had a conversation at the 
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start of the year about 
whether I should be a 
starter or a reliever, and a 
conversation about our 
goals for the year. We decid- 
ed the most important thing 
was for me to be ready to 
compete when we start our 
divisional games. We decid- 
ed that the best route for me 
was to continue as a 
starter.” 

Divisional play begins in 
two weeks, and Rocco and 
Curtis both feel like he will 
be ready to contribute. 

“With the exception of his 
freshman year, Mike has 
always been a starter for us, 
and we felt like this was the 
best route for him,” Rocco 
said. “This way he knows 
when he is going to pitch, 
and he knows what he has to 
do to get ready.” 

Rocco would like nothing 
more than to see Curtis 
return to the form he 
showed early last season, 
first and foremost because it 
will help the team win, but 
also because he wants to see 
Curtis succeed after all of 
the hard work he has put in. 

“He came out of the gates 
hot last year and he pitched 
fantastic. He has a name in 
the conference where oppo- 
nents see him and know they 
are in for a tough game,” 
Rocco said. “It had to be 
frustrating for him, as it was 
for me and for everyone 
involved to have that happen 


Over the previous four years, Mike Curtis has been one of the 


to him. But he was also able 
to step back and learn some 
things and look at things 
from a different point of 
view. We are very excited to 
see what he can do -this 
year.” 


IN MY CORNER 


Curtis is also excited to see 
what the rest of the season 
will bring, and one of the 
things that has been most 
important to him has been 
the support he has received 
from Rocco, whom he has. 
gotten to know very well for 
the past four years. 

“Having his support has’ 
been huge for me, I was 
part of his first recruiting 
class here at Assumption 
and we have always had a 
great relationship,” Curtis 
said. “He knows the type of 
kid I am and the type of 
competitor I am, and he 
knows that I will do any# 
thing to help the team. 

“He knows I might not be 
what I was, but he also. 
knows that I will do whatey- . 
er it takes as a captain, both. 
on and off the field, to hee 
us win.” 

Rocco knows that even if 
Curtis is not quite able to 
return to his _ previous: 
heights, he can still be a key: 
contributor to this yéar’s 
squad. 

“Mike has pitched in a ton

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Epic Hockey game decided in second-overtime 
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Red Rangers top Austin Prep to capture D1 state championship |

BOSTON -- In just their 
seventh year of existence, 
the. Tewksbury/Methuen 
girls’ co-op hockey team 
made history on Sunday 

afternoon. 

And they accomplished 
that feat in dramatic fash- 
ign. 

The Red Rangers captured 
the title with a 2-1 double- 
overtime victory in an all- 
time classic Division 1 state 
final over the No. 1 seed and 
previously unbeaten Austin 
Prep Cougars held before an 
estimated 3,000 fans at the 
TD Garden. It is the first co- 
op girls state championship 
in Massachusetts history. 

Senior captain Carolyn 
Curley put home her own 
rebound with. 9:53 left in the 
second 12-minute overtime 
period and immediately the 
entire team tackled Curley 
in celebration. 

That goal is now one of the 
all-time greatest moments 
in school history, much like 
the OT-winner by Mark Petti 
back in 2011 which gave the 
Redmen boys' their second 
state title and the goal line 
stand on the final play of the 
game giving the football 
téam the Super Bowl title 
back in 1996. 

“This is just the second time 
in'school history that a 
fernale sports team has won 
a state championship title at 
TMHS, joining the 2016 out- 
door track-and-field team 
with its All-State Title. It's 
also the eighth state title in 
school history, joining 
Football (1985, 1996 and 
2013), Boys Hockey (1995 
and 2011), Wrestling (1989) 


and Girls Track (2016). 


“This is what you dream 
about and work so hard for,” 
said Red Rangers coach 
Sarah Oteri. “You can work 
so hard and never achieve 
this. So to actually go down 
in history like this is really 
unreal. I don’t know how the

fighting. They were amaz- 
ing. I had tears in my eyes. 
They’ve sacrificed so much 
for this. I’m so happy for 
them.” 

Since the inception of girls' 
hockey in the 2000-01 season, 
this was the first Division 1 
game to go into overtime, 
while, in Division 2 it hap- 
pened four times, including 
earlier on Sunday in the 
Division 2 contest. 

After T/M and AP were 
tied at 1-1 through regula- 
tion, the two teams played a 
12-minute, 5-on-5 overtime 
period and again were still 
deadlocked. That forced a 
second overtime, another 12- 
minute period, but both 
teams playing 4-on-4. Austin 
Prep was called for a penal- 
ty with 1.6. seconds left in 
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the first OT and the final 
1:59 was carried over into 
the second. 

With just a handful of sec- 
onds left on the man-advan- 
tage, the Red Rangers had a 
face-off to the left of Aveni 
and immediately _ the 
Cougars tried to clear the 
puck out of their zone. 
Tewksbury High senior 
Cassidy Gruning was able to 
keep the puck in and she 
sent a quick cross-ice pass 
to the right face-off dot to 
her pal Julia Masotta, who 
dished off a quick pass to 
the side of the net to Curley. 
The senior captain was able 
to put on a quick shot which 
went off the body of Austin 
Prep goalie Hannah Aveni, 
who then slid to her right, 
but was too late as Curley 


was able to push through 
some traffic and get her 
stick on the rebound for the 
state championship title, 
coming just eight seconds 
after the penalty had 
expired. 

“IT don’t remember too 
much. I just remember see- 
ing the rebound and shoot- 
ing it and then there was 
another rebound and I saw 
the net was wide open and I 
just tapped it in," described 
Curley. "I had to scramble to 
go get it and I fell after I 
shot because I didn’t have 
good body position. I just 
tapped it and it bounced the 
right way.” 

After losing in the Division 
2 sectional semi-finals in 
2017, the Red Rangers were 
bumped up to Division 1 and

Garden last March losing to 
Woburn, who won its second 
straight title with a 1-0 victo- 
ry. Ever since skating off 
the ice, the Red Rangers had 
one mission and that was to 
win the state title but stand- 
ing in the way was an out- 
standing AP team. The 
Cougars entered this 
Sunday’s game with a 23-0-0 
record while outscoring its 
opponents 116-12, including 
15 shutouts. 

On top of that, the Cougars 
were crowned the state 
champions back in 2016, now 
have a combined mark of 44- 
2-2 the past two years, and 
have qualified for the state 


tournament all but three 


years since the 2001 incep- 
tion year. 

“T think there was a little 
pressure (on us) because we 
had been here (last year) 
and we didn’t want to lose 
again, but Austin Prep 
hadn’t lost all season and 
that’s a lot of pressure, too,” 
said Oteri, who now has a 
career mark of 80-7-9 in her 
four seasons. “It was two 
evenly matched teams bat- 
tling it out and for us to get 
through that first overtime 
(still tied) was huge and we 
were pretty confident going 
into that second one.” 

Austin Prep - which fea- 
tured four local players 
including sisters Samantha 
and Eryn Taber (who had 37 
combined points as an 
eighth grader on the 2015-16 
Red Rangers team) along 
with Wilmington residents 
Felicia Zuccola and Allie 
Martinson -- carried play 
through most of the first two 
periods. The Cougars held 
an 11-6 shot advantage after 
the first with Kaia 
Hollingsworth (40 saves) 
coming up with a number of 
solid saves for the Red 
Rangers. 

The game was scoreless 
through the first before AP 
did get on a scoreboard with 
10:18 left in the second as 
defenseman Maeve Carey 
scored on a wrist shot from 
the point. The score 
remained 1-0 through the 
two periods with the 
Cougars holding a 19-12 shot 
advantage. 

About five minutes into the 
third period, Hollingsworth 
made consecutive low pad 
Saves, and the second one 
started a quick transition up 
the ice for the Red Rangers. 
Streaking through the neu- 
tral zone, Julia Masotta and 
Gruning were on a 2-on-1 
break. They exchanged 
three passes. with Masotta 
putting the puck home at the 
right side of the net which 
tied the game up at 1-1 and 
really gave 
Tewksbury/Methuen a boost 
it needed. 

The score remained tied 
and with 2:36 left, AP was 
called for a penalty. The Red 
Rangers started to work the 
puck around and Masotta 
sent a cross ice pass to a 
wide open Gruning, who off 
the left side post, mid-slot 
area, unleashed a_ shot 
which appeared to be a goal, 


but Aveni (27 saves) made 
an incredible stop, com- 
pletely stealing one away. 

It would just be few min- 
utes later when 
Hollingsworth returned that

Over his 12 seasons, 
Lombard finished with a 
career record of 163-102, as 
well as three Mid-Wach 
League championship titles 
in 2010, '11 and '13, while in 
the 2013 season, the Tigers 
also. won the Clark 
Tournament held out in 
Worcester as well as the 
Central Mass Division 3 
title. 

"I got really lucky," he said 
to the Sun. "When I first 
started coaching the boys, 
there was a dedicated group 
of parents. I walked into a 
very talented group. It was 


certainly a great ride. You 
hear horror stories about 
parents. I just didn't see any 
of that at Littleton." 

Before he got into coach- 

ing, Lombard was arguably 
one of, if not the best basket- 
ball player in the history of 
the WHS program.
